In connection with a treason ease for which preliminary investiga- 
tions are at present being made* I was ashed by the accused t'b 
Visit a relative who is living in the iSast sector of Berlin* The 
purpose of this visit was the obtainment of material for his de- 
fense* The accused hoped to obtain material which proved that a 
leading personality of the German counterintelligence service had 
served the East as an informant and that by furnishing this in- 
formation he would obtain fen extenuation of his punishment*. 1 
complied with his request and after one vain attempt I succeeded 
in meeting the relative In question for a conversation} He oaae 
in his oar in order to pick me up at a HO-restaurant next door to 
the State Opera and took me to his home in Koepenioker Landetraese 
in Berlin-Treptow. 1 should like to add here that on- the oepasion 
of my first visit, when I had only met the wife of the man in 
question, 1 had suggested that we should make an appointment in 
West Berlin. However, I was told by the woman that her husband 
was not allowed to go to the West. The visit had been announced 
by a telephone oall whioh had been made by a lady with whom I am 
acquainted. It struck me that my request for a meeting and con- 
versation during the noon hours was rejected and that the man in 
question told me that he oould only receive me in the evening 
hours. In the home, which struck me as being lower middle-class, 
and which was furnished in the way we in the West would expect 
an official of the lower or middle grades would furnish his home p 
I noticed two telephones whioh were not listed in the telephone 
directory* I noticed that the man in question obtained long- 
distance connections without difficulties and in the shortest 
possible time I informed him briefly of the procedure and alec 
mentioned the two possibilities, i.e 0 , that the accused might have 
worked either for a German organization whioh competed with the 
official oounter-intelligeneej or else that he had worked for the 
last* X was assured that it seemed quite impossible that he should 
have worked for the East and that because of his Western con- 
nections they, i*e« his relatives, had suffered disadvantages in 
the East* After I had discussed with them all essential points* 
and after having in particular told them that the accused believed 
that through him I might obtain from official Eastern agenciee 
authentic incriminating material on the counterintelligencfb man in 
question* he seemed disturbed and asked for my identification card. 
I complied with his request; however, he doubted its genuineness. 
He then asked me for the brief. I explained to him that I had 
left the material in West Berlin, He then asked met "Don' T t you 
think it would be better if you admitted that you oome from a 
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extern intelligence servioo, Z would then have no further interest 
\ you and you could go* % only concern la that the money whieh I 
-% willing to spend on the defense of my brother does net into the 

>ng ohanaels." I could net refrain from telling him that during 
tl?l entire conversation I had not onoe raised the question of pay- 
ment and that the explanation of his behavior toward mo was absolutely 
unsubstantiated* le then asked me whether I knew any persons who 
played an important role in the Bast. The only person I could name 
was a Pro f e ^mr whose acquaintance I had made in 

Bonn. TtST“1frieaio< cSx LO^si g ou t got no answer. While this oon- 
versation took place in the room in whioh I was, he made further te- 
lephone oalls from the apparatus in the adjoining room. The frag- 
ments of the conversation whieh I could hear did not give any indi- 
cation as to their contents* He madd further attempts to establish 
my identity for example by asking whether I knew a lawyer by the name 
of Kaul. hater he procured a Copy of the penal Code -- an outdated 
Daleke edition — and tried on the basis of its contents to ascertain 
whether I was acquainted with the laws on treason. Eventually a 
telephone call arrived from a man whom he addressed as "comrade" and 
whose name ended with the syllable "zonko", I do not remember the 
name exactly, however it sounded like Rudzenko or a similar name. 

This conversation served to determine that no steps should be taken 
against me. He explained to me that everything was alright, while 
hie wife said with a deep sigh "Thank God". Their last statement had 
been preceded by my remark that treatment like that whioh I had 
experienced did not tend to arouse sympathy, I was asked whether 
that meant that I would withdraw from the office of defense counsel 
on my return from the Bast sector, I answered that I saw no reason 
to resign and thereby possibly to harm the defendant only because he 
— my partner in the conversation — had been foolish. This answer 
deemed to reassure him, fle remarked that everything waesalright, and 
said that he regretted the incident, especially that we had given iny 
West-Berlin friends reason to worry about me. He then volunteered to 
take me immediately back to the sectoral border in his car-* He said 
that for obvious reasons he oould not take me any further. During 
this conversation the question as to my material was again raised and 
at the same time he said that my payment would be on hand on the 
following day. 

Even prior to this I had told him that I would submit the briefs for 
perusal, and now 1 said that I would not be able to come myself, but 
that the lady who had been with me at my first visit would oome in my 
place. In order to make it sound more credible that I was serious, 

I added that I must of course be sure that the lady would not be 
treated like I had been treated, I was assured of this in a really 
true-hearted manner, and It was also said that at the same occasion 
the lady would be given the money in D-Mark, A few days afterwards 
I wrote this man that it had been such a shook to my Berlin friends 
that not one of them was willing to go, I promised to come myself 
at a later date, I was then driven to the sectoral border, as has 
been desoribed before 0

I was compelled to resume my work with the abovementioned firm

From 20 Jul 51 to 26 Sep 51 employed as assistant clerk with the 

Gera railroad repairshop, I changed 
my employer on aooount of the oonsequenoee 
of the divorce* To be correct, I changed 
over to the Gera railroad repairshop 
because of my divorce.

Question* For which reasons were you, Fran UHLMANN, taken over by or 
enlisted in the People** Polios? 

Answer* At the Sera railroad repair plant, J performed ay work 

scrupulously. Therefore I was praised hy ay superiors and 
was popular with ay eol leagues. This was made known to the 
Transwortpoligeiaelster SOHUBAtL* personal data unknown who 
was the ohief of the Pee p i i T sFo il ee agency of the Sera 
railroad repair plant. I do net know whether this man still 
holds his then position, gome days prior to 27 Sep 1951 > 
he sent for me and belabored me for eight hours so that an - 
evasion was impossible. In a conversation which took pl&oe 
a short time later, I had to bind myself to serve in the 
people’s Polios for three years, whether 1 liked it or not* 

I emphasise that I did not enter the People’s Police because 
I had engaged in political activities. 

1 was reproached several times by 3CHUPK2 and the pelit** 
officer FEDERBF8GH of the People's Police at the flora rail- 
road MpaFf^f ' IanTY~h® oaus e I had net attended the polities! 
lessens* Due to ay negllgenoe in political activities, 
several hours overtime were imposed upon me. ’ 

Question* What duties did you have to perform in the People's Felloe? 

Answer* I was assigned to the project protection unit, which was to 

protect the installations of the railroad repair plant. Baring 
the period of my servloe with the people's Polios, I never 
proceeded against any persons. I only furnished one report 
on the corrosion of a switoh. In principle, a corrosion was 
regarded as the work of some unknown saboteurs. X do not know 
of aqy measures taken as a consequence of ay report* 

Question* For which reason and when did you leave the People's Police? 

Answer* One day, my colleague Sonia .^BBh jSR. residing at Tartenhain, 
Krels Stadroda, ap p r oaone d me with the request to lend her 
Dif hast 50.00. (Lending of money was strictly prohibited 
In the People's Poliosa) 

Nevertheless, I lend her the money and asked her to pay it 
back to me the next payday* On the following day, Sonja 
1MQNER called on me) she looked troubled and told me that 
she had lend the money to a Hans RJEHWINKEL who had escaped to 
West Berlin in the meantime*. ’ ,s f^^W Kl ^f ! I^later, a search for 
BMW1N2EL was initiated) he was charged with having committed 
eoonomic offenoes* BEBSNM carelessly told her duty off ioer 
of this inoident. Thereupon both of us were immediately 
interrogated by SCIOTO and FEDEBBITSCHo Furthermore, we were 
interrogated by the Kriminal-Oberkommissar TKZfflB and another

1953! a colleague, who was still a member of the People's 
Polio® and whose name I do not remember, informed me of the 
intended retrial and warned mo, because a new sontenoo was to 
bo passed* As is known from experience , very severe sentences 
are to be expected in retrials! therefore I was getting uneasy 
and preferred to esoape immediately* I only took along with

The weekend house is situated in the immediate vicinity of the 
sectoral border in wooded country with a thick undergrowth 
which is not crossed by a paved road bjrt only by dirt-roads 
and footpaths. 

‘The search did not yield any incriminating material* On the 
termination of the search Frau 'Friedrich was summoned to the 
police HQ for the purpose of an interrogation. However, she 
refused and declared that she would not make any statement 
before the police.

residing in Berlin-Xladow, Strasse 139, 
who testifies as follows* 

In 1952 a complaint was filed against me for having distributed the 
East zone paper "Neues Deutschland”. In June of this year I was 
fined 50 Dll. I aocepted the verdict. The money to pay the fine was 
given me by the paper "Neues Deutschland". It is correct that I 
went to the Eastern Seetor of Berlin several times in order to ool- 
leot the papers. 

Questioned how I oame to he employed by that paper, I state what 
follows* 

I lived in poor circumstances, especially at the beginning of 1952 * 
One day, I do not recall the exact date, K o h 1 i n , neighbor of 
Alfred Friedrich, oame to my home and told me to sell the 
paper "Neues Deutschland" in the Western Sector. The editors would 
pay me with food and clothing ration cards. I accepted. I distri- 
buted the paper up to December 1952c 

I have known the afore-mentioned Alfred Friedrich since 
1949. At the time I 3©ld bread in Kladow. That was when Friedrich 
moved to Kladow, He lived in poor circumstances . He, and his wife 
as wall, looked come down in the world. I felt sorry for him in his 
reduced circumstances, and several times I gave him bread without 
asking for money. That was how a kind of human fflLMglOQIl oontaot was 
established between us. I remember that one day he asked me whether 
I would like to Join the BHE. I did so. I attended several party 
meetings in Friedrich's company, Friedrich did a lot of talking at 
.*> these meetings. I must say he strikes me as an intelligent person, 

( and one who knows HjlMUgHf his way about. He told me from the very 
beginning that he was a teaoher. One day, I think it was in summer 
of 1951, Friedrich asked me to accompany him to a restaurant. He 
said that he was to meet two men who were members of a western intel- 
ligence organization and for whom he wished to work. He knew no 
details yet. He told me to sit down at the next table and to watch 
what was going on at his table. He wae afraid that he might he kid- 
napped. The meeting took place in a restaurant in Uhlandstrasse. 
Afterwards I learned that the names of the two gentlemen were 
M q r b a c h and B e r g . Shortly afterwards Friedrich set up an 
office in Kai serdamnft“ 2er§ gave him the money for it. I sat almost 
daily in the Kaiserdamm office. I notified that especially Berg oame 
very often. I was allowed to he present when Berg and Friedrioh were 
talking with each other. Every time Friedrioh sent me away. Other . 
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people also came to the office* I was never allowed to he present 
when Friedrich talked to then. I do net know the names of these 
people* It came back to he just now that Berg told me once to go 
to Glienioke (Bast sons) and to convey the message to a certain 
Fritz Sven hoi z (or some other name sounding like it) that 
he was to seme to the Eaiserdamm offiee. However, I did not go j 
Berg recalled the order* I also remember that onoe I was sent to 
Liohterfelde in order to tell M a r b a o h to oome to Kaiserdamm* 
The incident with a certain Hop p e from Spandau also ooeurred 
at the time when Friedrich o in Kaiserdamm. I had met 

Hoppe in the BSE. One day he oame to Kaiserdamm. Friedrich told 
me to accompany him to the Berliner Bank in Tempelhof, to eash a 
ohook for 50 DM, and to give Hoppe the money* Hoppe had been 
instructed to go to Stolpe (Baltic Sea ooast) in the East zona in 
order to investigate the shipyard there. I know no moire about 
Hoppe* All I can say of him is that he measured approximately 
5*11", that he had darkblond hair, and that he was about 40 years 
old*

Friedrich occupied the office in Kaiserdamm for about two months* 
Then he had difficulties in finding the money to pay for it* He 
moved to Marathon-All ee , and rented a ground- floor room from a Frau 
Koenig, I was in this office as frequently as I had been in 
Kaiserdamm. After six weeks Friedrich had to give up this office 
too because he was unable to pay the rent. I had left my winter- 
coat hanging in the offioe. Frau Koenig kept it as a security for 
the unpaid rent. I never got it baok. Shortly after he had given 
up the office in Marathon-Allee , Friedrj 
I learned afterwards that he had been arris tpj 
Perhaps six months later he rear 







When we were speaking of names I might recall, I forgot to mention 
D a h m e .j a. , whom I met in the Kaiserdamm office. This Dahmen 
offered Friedrich several documents from the East. But at the time 
Friedrich was not interested. After his arrest in the East zone, 
and after his reappearance in West Berlin, he also came to my home 
in spring of 1952, and asked me to find out Dahmen’ s address. He 
said that now he was interested in Dahmen's papers, and that he 
wished to see him at any rate. He told me to go to the Registration 
Office, and to ask officially for Dahmen's address. I did so* I 
presented my Identification Card at the Registration Offioe in 
Friesenstrasse, and I was given Dahmen's address, I gave it to 
Friedrioh* Then he told me to go to Dahmen’s address. I was to in- 
troduce myself as Schwarzkopf, and to tell Dahmen, that 
he was expected at a certain hour in the restaurant Ruetli in Kant- 
strasse. There he would meet the gentleman from Kaiserdamm. I re- 
member that he told m® I should use the name of Schwarzkopf because 
he did not know what kind of a man Dahmen was. It would be good to 
be careful. I went to Dahmen’s address. He was not at home, but 
his wife was. I think I remember that I returned two or three times, 
before I met him. I gave him the message from Friedrich. He agreed 
immediately, and that was the end of it as far as I was concerned. 

I do not know what happened afterwards, nor whether Friedrich 
aotually met Dahmen. 
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Ihortly afterwards I was told that Bahaea had boon kidnapped, cptd 
that Friedrich had hesa arrested by the West German Police for it* 
Friedrioh came out of jail about six months later* We met again | 

I think that Frau Friedrioh was there, toe j Friedrioh told me 
that I mast not discuss the Sahmea ease with anybody as he might 
get into more trouble with the police, and with the Busaians ae 
well* 1 promised) and indeed X hate to ihisday newer talked with 
anybody about the Dahmen incident, Of eeurse I cannot state that 
Friedrioh had something to do with I)ahmea T s abduction, He certainly 
newer told me anything to that effect. Even upon ©lose questioning 
I cannot say otherwise. It is natural that I hawe done my own 
thinking about it, and today, since I know that Friedrioh is in jail 
on the oharge of espionage, I realize that I should have notified 
the police at onoe* 

In oonneotion with the Dahmen oase I may suggest to question Frau 
Friedrioh, X am quite sure that she knows more about it, X hawe 
mentioned before that she was there when F r i # g r ich asked me to keep 
silent about what I knew of Bahmen, I do not remember clearly, but 
it may ewen hare been Frau Friedrioh who told me, between the two of 
us, of Bahmen in the manner as I hawe described above. 

Concluding today* s questioning, I might mention that it strikes me 
that Friedrich seems to be well off. He came to Kladow as poor as

I made my statements to the police voluntarily. I stress that I 

have said the truth in all points, and that I have concealed nothing,

The undersigned were ordered by Kriminalkoaoiasar Vogel to carry 
through inyesti gat ions in Wiesbaden in connection with the subject 
matter* The undersigned were not in possession of the records of 
the Alfred FRIBBRICH-eaae , but only of a photostat of a letter which 
the BfT had sent to the Federal Criminal Polios Office* 

After having reported tot he Speoial Missions Office ofthe Grlmlnml 
Police in Wiesbaden, at approximately 1230 hrs. , we went, ise ./the ' in, 
hotels at which FRI1EHI OH had pat up in Wiesbaden* Our task was to 
find out whether, and if so what telephone calls Friedrich had made 
from those hate is* 

The investigation yielded the following results, 

1* ) Hotel H Aaohener Hof”. 16 Qoe thoatrasae in Wiesbaden 

The proprietor of the hotel (Herr Peters) deelared that the hotel 
did not keep record of local or trunk calls* The vouchers which 
same from the Feds rail Post Office with the telephone bills , he said, 
were destroyed after o he eking* 

2*) Hotel "Mainzsr Hof" « 54 Moritsstrasae in Wiesbaden, 

The proprietor (Frau Klein) stated that the telephone of ^her guests 
were not entered in any books* However, she was able to produce the 
vouchers and whioh revealed that on 26 Got the following two calls 
had been made i 

a) Oeterode BO* 825, and 

b) Bad Kreuznaoh Bo* 2696. 

It oouldnotbe ascertained by whom the telephone oalls had been made* 
The deolsion as to whether or not FRIEDRICH has made or could have made

Inquiries were further made for Fora ULLHANH, a maid, who had worked

According t o what she told ns Friedrich was also a former member of the 
Derman Navy* Since I am myself a former naval of fiber I was immediate! y 

interested in the man with whoa I wanted to chat about past times* 

One day he visited me at my home* I was at the time sick in bed with 

sciatica* He brought with him a younger man of the name Of Horst 

REIhAHR* Both men had been assigned to the Lichtenrade refugee oaap 
where, as they told me, they had also met each other* In this obnnsotion 
I must explain that shortly after the establishment of my conta^b with 
Alfred Bfigdrioh another man also of the name of Alfred Fr ; i;e|tdri|$fe 
appeared* In order to avoid a confusion, the two called each othbr 
Fred and Alfred* The man in question, i.*e.* the Friedrich who is now 
in pre-trial confinement, was called Fred while the other one was 
called Alfred* In the course of this interrogation I shall also refer 
to Fred and Alfred for the purpose of distf inetion. 

Fred Friedri ch. A lfred Frie drich and Horst Reimann formed a triumvirate* 
/^cording fo what red Fril^fSK^^f^^ined connections • 

with American and British intelligence services . I do not know in Which 
way 'he established those connections j I was not interested, and to tell 
the truth, I did not really believe in the existence of such contacts* 
Alfred Friedrich acted allegedly aa a middleman for the American and 
British intelligence services, while allegedly Reimann repeatedly carried 
through assignments in the Soyzone on behalf of those services* Fired 
Friedrich edited the information which Reimann brought to West-Berlin 
and sold it to West-Berlin newspapers* I must add here that in 
addition to Reimann Alfred Friedrich maintained also oontaets w ith 
other persons who allegedly obtained for him inf ormatioh ffcom the Sovsone 
which he used in a similar manner* In connection with Reimanh .••• 'JD should 
like to add here that he was a former people’s policeman who had gads 
his escape to the West* I have taken him intg my home for nearly a year 
in order to help him beoause he had ne relatives* I succeeded in; ob© 
taining employment for him with the West-Berlin pdlice in Aug 1952* the 
time of the world youth festival* However, he did not stay long with the 
polios* I haard later that from the time during which he had lived, in 
Halle he had a previous conviction which resulted in his automatic die** 
charge from the West-Berlin police* I do not know his present whereabouts 




However, I am convinced that he is a double agent and that he has 
closely co-operated with Fred Friedrich, I cannot make any 
further statements concerning Reimans, 

I am able though to furnish the following personal description of 
Alfred Friedrich* 

Approximate age 45 t© 50 yearsy approximate height* 1*60 b, pale 
complexion, Sony fade* dark blond hair which he wore brushed back; 
his movements were somewhat awkward. He used common language and 
I noticed his unpleasant Way of approaching a person, Alfred 
Friedrich did not eoaie to my house more than two or thro# times* 

I refused to co-operate with him. 

However, I co-operated closely with Fred Friedrioh for approximate 1 
3 months. He furnished useful information of a political and 
military-economio nature, I remember olearly a story on the 
"Morddreieok der Ostsone” (Murder triangle in the Bast none ) whioh 
appeared in several Wast-Qerman and one West-Berlin paper, 

Friedrioh furnished the background material for this story from 
Warnemuende and Rostock, 

Prior to the establishment of the acquaintance with Fred Friedrioh 
and Reimann another journalist of the name of ROLLER was introduced 
to me. During the time after the initial establishment hf our 
oontaots Roller beoame a frequent guest of my family and we develo- 
ped more personal relations, Onoe he told ms that he intended to 
set up a so-oalled WWT-press service for the purpose of furaiihing 
German and Swiss newspapers with information. In this connection 
he suggested that X should set up the Berlin bureau of this 
service. It is tn* that I discussed the mutter with Fred 
Friedrich and that I asked for his journalistic co-operation 
against a certain payment. As far as I remember Friedrich has 
onoe or twice received payments from me which amounted to between 
15Q,- DM and 300, -DM* This money was the payment for information 
which had been published by various newspapers. It is not true 
that I offered to Fred Friedrioh a fixed salary of 3 00, -DM (West), 
Nor is it true that on the opening of the Berlin press bureau I dr 
drank a bottle of ohampagae with him. It is possible though 
that on the oooasion of Friedrioh'* e visits I offered him a drink. 

The RWT-press service did not last long, Weller sold only few of 
our articles so that the work did not pay,: In the oourse of 

several conversations with Roller I learned that in a ddition to 
his journalistic activities he maintained connections with French 
agencies. He did not make any definite statements, however, 
f rom w hat he said I took it that he meant a French intelligence 
service. This assumption was confirmed some time later when I 
was visited by a Frenchman who was nicknamed "La Petit”, I think 
I remember that the reason for H ^e *etit 1 s” visit was a financial 
matter which oonoerned R oiler, myself, and Fred Friedrich, I 
wish to emphasize though that I have not received any money 
from Roller with the request to forward it to Fred Friedrioh, I 
myself have never reoeived any money from *ef£t*. The money 
whioh I reoeived from Roller was the regular payment fpr
